Into the web and woof of the tapestry of the western plains are woven the lives of the 
pioneers, their endless toil and struggle, defeats and victories, disappointments and 
achievements. Bitter were often the disappointments, but few gave up the struggle. They 
drew upon the ''grit'’ the Creator had laid down in their souls. They were as those of whom 
the prophet said: ''your old men shall dream dreams, your young men shall see visions". 
Out of dreams and visions grow facts and events. 

'Kirken staar i bondens tanke paa et h¢it sted, '' writes the Norwegian author, Bjornson. 
"The church stands in the peasant's thought on a high place. '' This venerat on for the church 
the Norwegian settlers brought with them to their Canadian homesteads. Out of their dreams 
and visions, combined with toil and struggle, grew the church and its institutions. Out 
of their vision and toil grew Camrose Lutheran College. 


The college began its first school year in October 1911, modestly in rented quarters. 
Old Main was built in the summer and fall of 1912. This was the only building for dormi- 
tories, classroom, offices, dining hall and kitchen until a temporary structure was built 
in 1947. The school grew steadily, and a new dormitory was erected west of Old Main. This 
took place in 1952. 


One of the dreams that many had had from the early days of the school was that it 
should some day become a junior college. This goal was reached in 1959. That year saw 
the appearance on the campus of the junior college building containing classrooms, offices 
for administration and faculty, laboratories, library. 


The school continued to grow, and in 1964 were dedicated two new buildings. The 
south dormitory with rooms for 90 women contains, in addition, a recreation room, seminar 
rooms, dean's suite and offices, and in the basement a language lab. The other building 
dedicated at that time was the Convocation Center with gymnasium, exercise rooms, storage, 
workshop, dining room and kitchen, offices for the physical education department, and chapel. 


These buildings have given the college sorely needed facilities. And in the fall of 
1969 the school was able to offer second year university courses. The first building 
erected on the campus cost $28,000. Today the physical plant is valued at well over 
$1,000,000. The first class of graduates had 14 members. Today the enrollment is over 400. 
Recently, in October 1971, the diamond anniversary of the college was fittingly celebrated 
with simple, meaningful ceremony amid much rejoicing and renewal of old acquaintances and 
friendships. -- Next goal: a degree granting institution. 


These bare facts are easily obtained. What is not so easy to evaluate are the spirit- 
ual qualities that have produced these results: vision, faith, imagination, perseverance, 
sacrifice, consecration, loyalty, acceptance of responsibility. Behind the achievements 
which our college represents stand a host of men and women having these qualities: farmers, 
housewives, ministers, laborers, men and women in various walks of life, students, boys and 
girls, young ladies and gentlemen who thought it a privilege to uphold the honour and prestige 
of the school, competent administrators and teachers who strove for academic excellence and 
moral integrity, chaplains whose endeavour was to counsel and bring young people to a 
confrontation with Jesus Christ. 


Many of these men and women have been outstanding; many of the graduates of the college 
have arrived in the affairs of church and state. They shall remain unnamed here, for in 
naming some, others, equally deserving, would without a doubt be overlooked. 


Our hope for the future: continued growth, continued emphasis on the values that count, 


continued freedom to reach higher and deeper in the quest for knowledge, for light and for 
truth, that freedom being guided and guarded only by the limits set by the love of Christ.
